The case of the state of Ohio vs 
loward 
Leighninger 
commenced 


Tuesday afternoon at 3:30, when tbe 
ury had returned from the scene of 
the shooting. The witnesses for the 
state were called and sworn in and 
tbe case soon gained good headway al- 
though retarded to some extent by 
nnumerable squabbles between tbe 
opposing attorneys concerning small 
and uninjportant points. 
Thomas Calhoun, 
one 
>f the 


participants in this deplorable affair, 
although extremely pallid and weary 
ooking, appeared in the courtroom a 
short time after court 
convened, 
le remained until he was consider- 
ately removed by bis own counsel who 
wished to use hfm as a witness for the 
prosecution. 
Howard Leighninger, the young 


man over whom this affair has so un- 
furtunatelv cast a shadow, was pres- 
ent during the entire proceeding and 
although he nonchalently spent bis 
time picking his teeth and cleaning 
his finger nails, still it was plainly ev- 
ident that he was deeply interested 
from tbe way in which he swallowed 
every word and followed every move- 
ment of tbe witness when under cross 
examination- He did not. however, 
appear in tbe least worried or anx- 
ous.The case was opened by Prosecutor 
iVbeeler who called Ed. Calhoun. a 
brother of the victim, as the first 
witness. The witness aft«r answer- 
ng the usual preliminary questions 
told the following story: 


ED. CALIIOCX'S STOKY. 


During the month of last Novem- 


>ei there was organized at a scbool- 
uouse, locally known as the McCune 
schoolhouse. a literary society such as 
were greatly in vogue during the win- 
ter among tbe district schools- Thom- 
as Calhoun was the acting chairman 
of tne society which met every Fri- 
day night and which tbe Leighninger 
boys with the other young people of 
the next district were in the habit of 
attend inp. 
On Friday night. Jan. 3. there was 
juite a disturbance in the rear of the 
room and some snuff was throwa on 
the floor, wbicb caused a large num- 
ber of people to sneeze, thereby add- 
ng greatly to the disturbance. 
Tbf Leighninger crowd was present 


on this occasion and were standing up 
u tbe rear of the room on account of 
the limited seating capacity of tbe 
school house- 
On tbe following Friday evening 
Howard Leigbninger was absent, dur- 
ng which evening there was excellent 
order and or. this occasion Calhoun,as 
presiding 
officer, read some rules 
which were to be added tD the consti- 
tution and which bore directly upon 
ihe conduct of members attending 
ihe meeting- On the next Wednes- 
day evening Leighninger and the wit- 
ness met at church and had a few 
words. 
Thomas Calhoun was not 
present at this meeting although in 
she church at the time. 
On Friday evening, Jan. IT.Calboun 
arose and addressed tbe society, con- 
trasting the behavior of the audience 
two weeks previous with that a week 
previous. 
Leigbninger arose and 


left the school house first and later wa. 
'ollowed by T.Calhoun, James Gienn 
Charles McGiffen. the witness and 
others who saw Leigbninger with two 
other young men and four youn.z 
ladies near a fence below Glenn's 
borne. No encounter occurred, how- 
ever, and Calhoun 
aud his friends 
asked if be, Calhoun. meant him. 
Calhoun told him to wear tbe shoe if 
5t and after some wrangling over 
ibis tbe meeting came to order and 
tbe program proceeded. The meetir.s 
adjourned at 1C o'clock. Leighningc r 
passed into the Gienn yard. They 
lingered there for a moment and then 
passed out through a gate into the 
wagon load. The witness was in the 
lead when Leighninger suddenly ap- 
peared 
aud 
walking with 
him 
asked him if it were true that 
be intended to prosecute him. Tbe 
witness answered him somewhat in- 
definitely- After a few moment's con- 
versation McGiffen caught up and 
join^J in tbe conversation, and tbe 
witness hurried on ahead. Suddenly 
turning around he saw Leigbninger 
knock McGiffen down: then Thomas 
Calhoun rushed ia and struck Leiiib- 
ninger on the back of the head. 
At 
the -Ame time Leighnincer pulled a 
revolver from his right coat pocket. 
McGiffen jumped up and knocked him 
down tbe bank against a picket fence 
and then fell on top of him 
He 
quickly broke away, however, and ran 
shouting. "My God. he is going to 
shoot." Calhoun ran in the opposite 
direction. Leighnincer Sred first at 
McGiffen. then at Calhoun. and then 
took to his heels. The witness saw 
his brother fall and ran to him and 
asked him if he was hurt- Calhoun 
was then carried to the Glenn resi- 
dence. 
At this point tbe prosecution 
ceased to question the witness and 
Judge Hunter began to cross-examine. 
He established the fact of 'here be- 
ing hard feelings between CaJboun's 
and Leignninger's immediate families 
growingout of a previous lawsuit and 
they went carefully oyer the ground 
covered by tbe witness bringing out 
the point that if Leighninger bad 
been so disposed he could have easily 
used the pistol before being knocked 
down against tbe picket fence by 
McGiffen. 
He then dismissed the 
witness and court adjourned at 5:20 to 
convene at 8:30 Wednesday morning. 


WEDNESDAY MORNING. 


Court opened at 8:40 this morning i 
with tbe Leigbninger assault case in

the unlucky participant la tins affair, 
was called as tbe first witness of the 
day and tbe second witness of tbe 
trial. 
Tbe witness appeared more 


wearied than yesterday, 
lie also 


seemed much harassed by the rigor of day. 
the cross exaination. 
Leighninger wore the same calm 


but interested expression of yester- 
day.The witness on being questioned by 
tbe prosecution told much tbe same 
story as was told Tuesday af ternoon 
bv his orotber. He recounted the in- 
cident which happened in tbe school 
house and the meeting of tbe two at 
tbe rail fence near tbe Glenn resi- 
dence, also tbe encounter between Ed 
Calhuun aud Howard Leighninger at 
the Glenn coal shed. 
After substan- 


tiating the remaining details given by 
bis brother, 1-e identified the clothing 
which was brought into court and 
which he wore that night, also point- 
ed out tbe holes which 
tbe bullet 


had caused in 
tbe different 
nai- 
uients. 
After 
this 
Captain 


James opened the cross examination, 
in which tbe fact was developed that 
when Howard Leigbninger tired the 
shots that be was on his back against 
a slant ing picket fence. Also in tbe 
course of the cross examination the 
witness denied the statement which 
his brother practically made yester- 
day that any ill feeling existed be- 
tween the two families. 
The cross- 


examination lasted until the noon 
hour when the witness was dismissed. 
Altogether the testimony was not as 
interesting as was expected oc ac- 
count of the testimony of his brother 
yesterday 
covering nearly all tbe 


points. 
The progress of the trial was re- 
tarded although not to so great an 
extent as yesterday, bv the squabbles 
between the lawyers. 


WEDNESDAY AFTEKXOOX 


The case opened after the noon re- 
cess and CQarles McGiffen was called 
to the witness chair. His testimony 
agrees substantially with that of the 
two Calhoun boys. From tbe trend of 
the crpss-examiuation -it appears that 
the defense has something important 
up its sleeves and seems confident of 
the result in its favor.

In Germany.

The temperature at Berlin is 
54 degrees Fahrenheit, while Munich 
reports 47 degrees and Metz 49. The 
coldest place in Germany is Rostock, 
with 39 degrees, and nowhere in Ger- 
many does the thermometer touch 80 
degrees.
